«• Tab A of attachment #2 is believed to be the first 
document of its hind prepared by a US Government intelligence 
agency* This concept Is number one of a series of four steps 
which are now felt necessary for the production of coordinated 
national intelligence on the Par Bast. Tab B constitute^ in 
draft form, step • two » Step thre® will consist in the approval 
or modification of Tab B by the XAC, and in the allocation by 
that, cmittoo of fields of production to the participating 
agendas. step four will entail the development and h^lMeata'* 
tion, by each participating agency, of a specific program of 
production to fulfill its responsibilities as determined in 
step three. 

4. It should be noted that Tab a is presented for the 
official approval or modification of the SJ3C. Tab B (& draft'} 
is included merely for infection, because its detailed 
consideration by the HS3 is impractical, and because it has 
not- y@i b©e« coordinated within ORE. 

4. Tab B of the draft will be submitted for SPB action after 
each of the Divisions having collaborative responsibilities has had 
an opportunity to review the Plan and reach agreement with FE/P&e 
on their respective responsibilities in connection with it. 
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
